T he T itian -h aired cam paigner for 
G overnor P inchot's aspirations to 
th e senate was hissed and booed by 
a m ajor portion of a large group of 
P hiladelphia wom en jam m ing the 
hotel ballroom w hen she tossed ver­ 
bal vitriol at her husband's oppon­ 
ent. 
Tile audience hissed her so hard 
an d applauded S en ato r Reed so vio­ 
lently th a t Mrs. P inchot in m id­ 
stream of her speech, so to speak, 
changed horses. 
She failed to give 
m ost of a prepared address contain­ 
ing a scathing attac k on th e senator 
an d launched Into an extem poran­ 
eous an d m ore diplom atic thesis. 
W hen Mrs. P inchot at the very 
s ta rt of her address sensed th a t she 
h ad a house ag ain st her lf she was

SPL E N D ID RECORD 


Next Tuesday, M ay 15, the repub­ 
lican voters of Pennsylvania will 
nom inate at th e 
prim aries their 
candidate for U nited S tates senator. 
They will choose betw een David A. 
Reed, high in the ran k s of republican 
leaders in W ashington, and Gifford 
Pinchot. chronic asp ira n t for public 
office, and now for th e third tim e 
seeking 
senatorial 
honors. 
He 
fought Boies Penrose in 1914 and 
was badly beaten. 
In 1926 he en ­ 
tered the lists ag ain st Senator Pep­ 
per and W illiam S. V are and, de­ 
spite a cam paign fund of $185,000, 
fell by the wayside. 
T his year he is 
back again w ith th e sam e phrases 
th a t have fallen from his lips d u r­ 
ing the past two decades. 
Senator Reed has given valiant 
support to President Roosevelt in all 
practical m ethods for recovery and 
proposes to continue to do so. 
But, 
like m any of his Republican col­ 
leagues, he will oppose measures 
th a t appear to m enace prosperity. 
Governor 
Pinchot, 
on 
the other 
hand, in his opening address three 
weeks ago drew no distinctions. He 
wished everyone to know th a t he 
stood with 
th e 
President in 
all 
things, but in th e interchange of 
challenges th a t have been flung back 
and forth it seem s th a t he wasn’t 
altogether sincere. 
Mr. Roosevelt, because It would 
interfere with his econom ic program , 
discards the M cLeod bill which re ­ 
lates to frozen deposits and pay­ 
m ent of depositors in certain closed 
banks.
